SDBJECTj Eepcrt of Contact with Kykola ABRAKTCHIK 



X. CB H December, meeting in Washington, D.C., the undersigned 
case officer acc ocgani ed by t~ Bade orrangauuxts to meet 

with Sykola ABBAhiCHiH in New lartc city on 1? Deember- The appointment 
was set for 1700 hoars, and the introduction el czfl'ewvjj as the BNR 
PI in the United States was set far 1800 hours. On 17 Deeeitoer the 
undersigned case officer arranged for quarters at the Bo tel Oovernor 
Clinton in New Tort City, and upon the arrival of Mr. ABRAKTCHIK at 
1700 hears the following subjects were discussed! 

a. in article in the New lark World Telegram and Sun, dated 
13 December 1956, which noted that Byelorussian soldiers fought 
Mongolian troops for several days around Toekoel airfield near 
Budapest. According to the article, this information was obtained 
frost Hungarian refugees. The article farther stated that the 
Byelorussian soldiers had deserted their parent units and had 
joined Hungarian partisans. 

b. Toe arrival at the United Nations of Piotr HLKBKA 
(HX££Ka) as a aether of the Byelorussian SSB representation. 

o. The ottespt to facilitate the relocation and iardgrution 
of Kr. ABKAJffCHU, hia wife, and son to the United States under 
Section 8 of PL US. 

2. Concerning the article In the New fork World Telegram, Mr. 
ABBAKTCH2X Indicated that an attest should be cade to contact the 
Hungarian refugees and determine from then the whereabouts of the 
Byelorussian defectors. He felt that this should be exploited immediately 
to give moral supp o rt to any other political defectors who nay be 
considering going to the West. The undersigned case officer evpiiHnad to 
Hr. ABHAKTCHEC that although such action was highly desirable It oust 
be boms In nind that the Soviets nay he spreading these rumors to 
surface any Byelorussian soldiers who may have crossed into Austria 
with the Hungarian refugees. It was also explained to Mr. ABBAHTCHXK 
that the Austrian position is very delicate in the matter of defector 
reception since it la so close to the Soviet Union. Any hasty action 
in surfacing these defectors could result in a Soviet d em a nd for a 
repatriation mission into Austria. Hr. ABRAKTCHIK acknowledged the 
validity of this argument and agreed to give the matter further thought. 
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3. Regarding tbs aatter of the new BSSB representative to the 
United Hattons, Piotr Q L SB K A, who la ap pixcdnately Ii2 or 1*3 years did. 

Hr. ABRAHTCHIK said that ADAMOVICH, a wta&er at the BUR, Is a personal 
friend of nrjm* T adaHOTICH had told ABRAHTCHIK that he was certain 
that if it sere possible for hla to effect a personal clandestine 
contact tilth GUBKA, <H£BKa could be node to defect or becons a 
defector in place. According to Hr. ABKJ&TCiUX, ADAHCVICH and nTJgBCA 
sere college friends sad both ware wall know Byelorussian poets. 

ABRAKTCHXC, the 
undersigned case officer sad CL ZJ' ware present. GL 

. Z2 suggested that a possibility existed that we could facilitate 
the Iradgratioo of Mr. ABRAHTCHIK under Section 8 of PI HO. To gratify 
the suggestion, the undersigned ease of fleer took tins at the 17 Da o antier 
Beetlng to obtain personal data on the wife and child of Hr. ABRAHTCHIK. 
According to Mr. ABSAKTOIIX, his wife's dsb Is Hina nee LEVKOTITCH, 
born- 12 March 1916 in KAUJQA, Byelorussia. Her father's nan was 
Paul UJViOVITCH, bom in Schani, Byelornssia. Her Bother Antonina was 
born In Kruhloje, Byelorussia. Mr. ABRIMTCHTK'S son, whose naas Is 
Alherd, was bom on the 31st of May 1955 in Paris. Tbs matoer of Mr. 
AHRAMTCHIK’5 pa ss port Is 02752, issued on 5 May 1955, and valid until 
ii May 1958. Jfr. ABEAMTCHIK said that his son would be accepted for 
indgrotion to the United States wider the French quota. Sis wife, 
ho we v e r, who holds s Hanson passport is subject to the Russian quota. 

As a result the laedgration would be delayed for nany years.
